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Board Assesses WWARA 


WWARA current and past Board members met January 22, 2000 at the Entercom (KBSG) building in Se- 
attle. This special meeting orchestrated by WWARA Vice Chairman Clay Freinwald, K7CR was in response 
to the recent D’Wanna Terry letter to determine specifically how well the WWARA meets the criteria out- 
lined the letter. 

Clay’s agenda focused on the WWARA’s compliance with the Terry letter and what the WWARA should 
do to comply with the letters intent. The D’ Wanna Terry opinion was written in response to two California 
hams disputing the SCRBBA UHF band channel spacing, who went to their federal representative seeking 
clarification on what constitutes a coordinator. The members present unanimously concurred that the 
WWARA did not meet the letter’s criteria and that the WWARA should take corrective measures in order to 
comply with the letter. 

After much discussion and debate the members decided that several small committees (sometimes a com- 
mittee of one) be formed to tackle a starting list of areas needing attention. Specifically, the WWARA 
re-mailer use. Does the WWARA need a new name? Better definitions of the spectrum real estate the 
WWARA coordinates. Bylaw and Policy changes to be more inclusive. A review of the membership struc- 
ture. Coordinator distribution. Liability disclaimers. Best way to reference CFR 47 Part 97.3 on WWARA 
documents. Unresolved issue procedures. 
Public Relations. Repeater Directory and 
mini guides. Changing the WWARA meet- 
ings and much more were discussed and as- 
signed. 

The goal was to have these small commit- 
tees use the WWARA Board re-mailer and 
report back at another special meeting 
March 4, 2000 with suggestions in hand for 
discussion. It is planned that the findings 
and suggestions of the Board will be used as 
a starter for discussion with the WWARA 
Membership.

ON AMATEUR 


COMPLAINTS 

After prodding by the FCC, Pacific Gas 
& Electric Company says it’s making head- 
way in mitigating long-standing power-line 
noise complaints from several Northern 
California amateurs. Not all complaints 
have been resolved, however, and several 
new ones have sprung up in the interim. 

The hams involved in the initial com- 
plaints had been unsuccessful getting the 
West Coast power company to investigate 
their reports of severe noise, so they turned 
to the ARRL and the FCC for help. In late 
November, the FCC wrote PG&E to re- 
mind the utility of its obligation to rectify 
equipment problems that cause harmful ra- 
dio interference. The FCC requested that 
the company correct the problems “within 
a reasonable time” and report back. 

The complainants were four hams in the 
Los Gatos/San Jose area and another in 
Berkeley. ARRL Lab Supervisor Ed Hare, 
W1RFI—the League’s point man for RF 
interference issues—says the League has 
since received reports from additional 
hams in PG&E’s service area. Those com- 
plaints were forwarded to PG&E for reso- 
lution. 

In a letter to the FCC, PG&E Manager 
for Operations and Construction Robert 
Lipscomb summarized progress in clearing 
up the initial complaints. The work in- 
cluded replacing poles, guy wires, insula- 
tors, and transformers as well as installing 
radio/television interference “clips” at one 
site and re-routing a service drop at an- 
other. Lipscomb conceded, however, that 
the utility still has additional work to do. 
PG&E personnel continue to work with 
Hare in resolving the complaints. Hare says 
not all of the five hams who complained 
have been contacted by PG&E. One still 
has severe interference, he says, and an- 
other has intermittent interference. 

Some interference has been cleared up, 
however. Lipscomb told that in at least one 
of the five original cases, “the customer has 
been contacted and he is satisfied.” 

The FCC’s Part 15 rules obligate utili- 
ties and others that fall under their provi- 
sions to not cause harmful interference to 
licensed services and to cease operating a 
device that’s causing harmful interference 
upon FCC notification. The ARRL Techni- 
cal Information Service offers more infor- 
mation on how to deal with power line 
interference at 
http://www.arrl.org/tis/info/rfi-elec.html. 


CLAYS CORNER 

As I look back to when the WWARA was formed (1976) 
things were certainly a lot less complicated.. Back then coordi- 
nation organizations were just being formed and support for 
them was high. We had just a handful of systems and lots of va- 
cant spectrum. What a difference 25 years can make. Sadly, 
just like congestion on the highways, all this congestion has cre-: 
ated a form of ‘road-rage’ within Amateur Radio. In all to many 
cases the spirit of sharing and cooperation is being replaced by 
attitudes of turf wars and other ego driven activities that we 
ought to be ashamed of. When I attempt to point out that things 
are not as good as they once were...I am faced with people tell- 
ing me, apparently with pride, that this is just the way it is...live 
with it. 

Around the country we are seeing Amateurs choosing 
Ham-Rage when a coordination organization makes a decision 
that they don’t like. Rather than accept the will of the majority 
these people are choosing to fight. All we have to do is look at 
what’s taking place in Southern California or Indiana to see how 
ugly things can get. This process is being hurt by our 
new-found ability to communicate with each other. Those indi- 
viduals that used to just make a lot of noise and sulk are now 
communicating with each other via the Internet and E-mail and 
fueling each others hatred of the establishment. We recently 
saw the power of this in Seattle with the WTO protests where 
people apparently came out of the wood-work to make trouble. 
Unfortunately Amateur Radio is not immune to this type of ac- 
tivity as those that are anti-establishment are banding together to 
make life miserable for the rest of us. Amateur Coordination is 
under siege in many parts of this country and the nations organi- 
zation of coordination entities the NFCC, of which I am a mem- 


| ber of the Board of Directors is working hard to try and keep the 


ship from sinking. 

Recently several members of the Board (NFCC) met with the 
leadership of the ARRL with the goal of improving our relation-. 
ship with that organization that is also coming to understand the 
power of the internet and the ability that it has given those that 
would choose to cause havoc to fuel each others causes. 

The FCC has been brought into this mess and as a result 
has, in my view, shown that they really don’t understand how 
coordination works in many cases. Granted the FCC has been 
doing a great job in the past couple of years with enforcement. 
But coordination has almost no rules that govern how it is to 
work. How do you deal with a problem when you have no writ- 
ten rules that have been broken and are 
unwilling to write new ones? The FCC 
has done what it typically does....it is- 
sues letters and statements and opinions 
in an effort to get the parties to fall in 
line. Whether this recent effort has 
helped or hurt is open for discussion. In 
an effort to ‘help’ the FCC with the tasks 
at hand, the NFCC is planning on meet- 
ing shortly with the FCC to see what can 
be done to help them better understand 
the dynamics of Amateur Coordination, 
stay tuned. 

In the mean time the WWARA has a 
committee whose task it is to take a fresh 
look at this organizations structure to de- 
termine what WE can and should do to 
improve the WWARA and enhance its 
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ability to survive in this 
day and age. In a meeting 
in January this committee 
met for the better part of 
a day and determined that 
there was a lot that could 
and should be done. The 
goal is to report on the 
activities of this work at 
this next meeting and, 
hopefully, vote on the 
changes that this group is 
going to recommend at 
our August meeting. 

We need to face the 
fact that changes must be 
made if we are going to 
survive. Yesterdays rules and procedures, sadly, may not be a 
match for today’s challenges. Some may say that its unfortunate 
that we are forced to make changes under pressure. ..but then 
again...perhaps this is just part of the natural process. One 
thing has not changed...the fact that there is strength in numbers 
and that open and honest dialog produces the best results. Our 
country has, in its rather short time on this earth, proved that 
democratic processes work well, but democracy cannot work by 
itself...it takes PARTICIPATION. My challenge to you is for 
YOU to do your part to make sure that Amateur Radio fre- 
quency coordination here in Western Washington does not die 
and that democratic principles are preserved. My friends, I can- 
not do this alone.. If you just set idly by and ‘go with the flow’ 
you are helping to plant the seeds of our own demise. New pro- 
cedures, policies, laws etc are needed and this process needs 
YOUR participation. This is NOT just a job for the “good — old 
—boys”’...this is a job for those that have repeater systems that 
they have spent years to develop and represent a large part of 
their life. Can the WWARA fail... YOU BETTER BELIEVE 
IT!! Amateur Coordination is really a HOUSE OF CARDS 
that’s in need of some retrofitting, shoring and rebuilding. WE 
have forces both INSIDE and OUTSIDE the organization that 
need YOUR help. Ask yourself what would happen if the 
WWARA were to fold its tent and become part of history. What 
would happen to our bands. Its time to review the structure that 
keeps this ship afloat. If you have ANY questions or want to 
know more, my door is always open.

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ARRL, NFCC FIRM UP RELATIONSHIP 
DURING ARRL HQ MEETING 


A February 15 visit to League Headquarters by three Board members of the Na- 
tional Frequency Coordinators’ Council has helped to solidify the relationship be- 
tween the League and the NFCC. The NFCC had requested the meeting earlier this 
year. 

“The main purpose of the meeting was simply to touch base,” said Executive Vice 
President David Sumner, K1ZZ. Participants on both sides described the face-to-face 
session as constructive and positive. 

On hand from the NFCC were President Owen Wormser, K6LEW, Secretary Dick 
Isely, W9GIG, and board member Nels Harvey, WA9JOB. Representing the League 
in addition to Sumner were Field and Educational Services Manager Rosalie White, 
WAISTO, and National Frequency Coordinators’ Officer Tom Hogerty, KCIJ. 

Participants discussed a potential shift in philosophy by the NFCC away from 
seeking mandatory coordination and toward serving as an educational organization, a 
repository for a master database, and a point of contact with the FCC on coordination 
matters. The NFCC also sees a role for itself as a “centrist” or neutral organization to 
mediate and arbitrate disputes that cannot be resolved at the local or regional level. 
Wormser said his Board believes the NFCC should “remain centrist in its dealings 
with everyone—keeping an open door policy.” 

Wormser emphasized, however, that any change in NFCC strategy would require 
a discussion and vote of the NFCC membership. Sumner suggested that the ARRL 
Board of Directors might be open to the change, given the directors’ cool reception to 
the NFCC’s draft Petition for Rulemaking last year that would have called on the 
FCC to codify mandatory coordination. 

A letter last fall on repeater coordination issues from FCC Wireless Telecommu- 
nications Bureau Chief D’ Wana Terry also came up for discussion. The letter—in re- 
sponse to two amateurs’ complaints about coordination in Southern 
California—treiterated the FCC policy of voluntary repeater coordination. Both sides 
agreed that while the letter simply represented a restatement of past FCC policy, it 
might inadvertently have resurrected some regional coordination issues. 

NFCC representatives said that, in light of the Terry letter, they felt the time was 
right for them to meet with Terry and the WTB staff to educate them about the 
NFCC. Sumner encouraged them to do so. “Many FCC field offices know and work 
with the coordinators in their areas, but WTB hasn’t had much recent contact with 
the coordination community,” he said. 

Repeater Directory policy also came in for considerable discussion. Sumner noted 
that recent League policy in producing the Repeater Directory has been to accept data 
only from coordinators. He said the League plans no changes with regard to areas 
that have functioning coordinators. “In those areas we will continue only to publish 
information on uncoordinated systems as supplied by the coordinator,” Sumner said. 
For areas lacking a functioning coordinator, NFCC representatives expressed no ob- 
jections to the League’s accepting information from other sources, as long as there’s 
no implication that the systems are coordinated. 

In a statement following the session, Wormser said he and his colleagues came 
away with an “increased understanding and appreciation” for the issues both organi- 
zations face. Plans are being made for an in-person meeting of coordinators later this 
year, with invitations also to be extended to FCC and ARRL officials.

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Pete Policani- K7PP, offered an expla- 
nation of a what is happening to key sites 
around the area, and around the country. 
Pinnacle Towers of Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, is purchasing key repeater sites, 
raising the rent, and eliminating previous 
discounts that were provided to the opera- 
tors of amateur repeater systems. Pete in- 
dicated that he has lost his lease at several 
sites, or has had the rent raised by a factor 
of 6-10 times the current rate. It appears 
that this is a continuing trend that could 
lock amateurs out of many of the prime 
sites,

cussion about the “construction periods” 
that are common in the course of the re- 
peater coordination process. There was an 
agreement that construction periods should 
be more closely monitored and should not 
prolong the coordination process. A short 
discussion about “paper repeaters” fol- 
lowed and it was agreed that this should be 
reviewed. Mark also reported that only 
two of thé’Board members have checked 
the test on-line lo g he established.

: ace da stipulatiomon our re- 
ceiving the ORRC repeater database, and 
flow want to require that we trade data- 
bases. In past years, the WWARA has paid 
the ORRC a publishing fee for inclusion in 
the WWARA Repeater Directory.
